Woman on Spirit of Youth. 
Miss Alice Loraine Daly of South 
Dakota, permanent secretary of the 
convention, followed with a fiery 
speech, in the course of which she 
said: “I honor Senator La Fol- 
lette. Let us not forget his 40 
years of service for the common 
people. But neither let us forget 
the millions of workers to whose 
emancipation this gathering was 
addressed. The leaders of success- 
ful revolution in modern’ times 
have been men and women bet- 
tween 30 and 46 years of age. The 
spirit of youth Is likely to be right. 
Tt is courageous. It is easy for 
age to be afraid.” 


Miss Daly said that when she 
was nominated for the governor- 
ship in her state she knew that 
they would say that a woman 
should not be elected because she 
could know nothing about business.

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EIGHT PERSONS HURT IN 
INTERURBAN CAR COLLISION 


Crash About Three Miles North of 
Watcrioo, 1l.—Man Suffers 
Fractured Ribs. 

Eight persons were hurt today 
when two interurban cars of the 
East St. Louis, Columbia and Wa- 
terloo Railway collided on a sin- 
gle track about three miles nortn 
of Waterloo, Ill. About 200 pas- 
sengers were on the two cars, most 
of them on a car from Watcrloo, 
bound for St. Louis. 

The most seriously injured per- 
son was Hugh Burk of Waterloo, 
a passenger on the St. Lofis-bound 
car, who suffered fractures of sev- 
eral ribs. Other passengers were 
cut. 

The cause of the accident has 
not been learned, but it is reported 
that one of the cars was disabled 
because of power difficulties during 
a storm.

“T have said that I believed the 

delegates would be wise enough to 
stand by our original plan of of- 
fering a platform on which the 
progressives of the country could 
unite. I have said that, if this be- 
came a communist convention, it 
would not be representative of the 
purposes for which it was called. 
I have made no threats, and I am 
not likely to run away from a 
fight.” 
William Z. Foster, the com- 
munist leader, at once replied. ‘“The 
communists haven't the slightest 
intention of trying to capture the 
convention here,” he declared. 
“They realize that such an attempt 
would be quite hopeless. We do 
not expect from this convention 
either a communist platform or 
communist candidates. These re- 
ports are inspired and published by 
persons who fear this convention 
and who want to disrupt the Far- 
mer-Labor movement.” 


Defense of La Follette. 
After others had gone roughly 
on Senator La Follette today, one 
speaker came to his defense. This 
one was Walter Thomas Mills, 
writer and economist, who is one 
of the remarkable characters in at- 
tendance. He is an elderly man, 
not an inch more than five feet 
in height, with quaint mutton-chop 
whiskers and thick white hair. 
Weighing not more than 105, he 
has a deep, booming voice that car- 
ries to every corner of the audi- 
torium. In appearance he is a 
typical Charles Dickens character. 
“If you intend to offer La Fol- 
lette a nomination on a platform 
which you know he will not ac- 
ceut, you are guilty of a cheap ‘sub- 
terfuge that will deceive nobody,” 
he said. “This convention was 
called for the purpose of adopt- 
ing a platform and selecting a can- 
didate with which we could appeal 
to the millions of voters whose 
support we must have. It was not 
called to support any special po- 
litical creed or to advance any par- 
ticular propaganda. 


“There are three common forms 
of robbery, but there is only one 
by which you can rob a man, get 
caught a it, and keep right on 
robbing him. A thief is one who 
robs by stealth: a bandit one who 
robs by force, and a capitalist is 
one who robe by charging an un- 
fair price. He is called ‘a success- 
ful business man.’ The fSsue to- 
day is monopoly contro! of the ne- 
cessities of life, which enables the 
capitalist to charge an unfair price 
and keep on charging it after it 
has been shown to be unfair. We 
want a platform and a candidate 
to fight monopoly.” 

As is known, Senator La Fol- 
lette’s chief political theme is. and 
for many years has been, monopoly 
control of natural resources, pub- 
lic utilities and the necessaries of 
life. 


Committee Organization. 
The committees on organization. 
platform and candidates, which wil! 
do most of the actual work of the 
convention, while they contain a 
large percentage of communists, 
the latter by no means appear in 
the majority. The Organization 
Committee, consisting of 24 mem- 
bers, contains eight recognized 
communists; the Platform Com- 
mittee ,with 24 members, contains 
seven known communists, and the 
Committee on Candidates. with 22 
members, has eight known com- 
munista. 
The membership of the Organi- 
zation Committee includes William 
Z. Foster, Illinois: Alexander Ho- 
wat, Kansas and William Mahoney. 
Minnesota. Howat aleo was named 
on the Platform Committee which 
includes Duncan McDonald, I!linois. 
and Stanley J. Clark, Missouri. 
The Nominations Committee. 
which will recommend indorsement 
of Senator La Follette or the nom- 
ination of him or some other can- 
didate, includes C. E. Rthenbers.

and delegates who are arriving in- 
dividually and in blocks. 

Delegates of a inquiring turn of 
mind quickly ascertain that the 
main reliance of the McAdoo fol- 
lowers in their rules fight will 
be Gov. W. J. Fields of Kentucky 
and W. R. Hollister of Missouri, 
chief

mer secretary of the Democratic 
National Committee. 

Fields and Hollister have made 
a study of all convention prece- 
dents. ‘They will be fortified with 
the results of a poll conducted in 
behalf of the Texas delegation. 
This is reported by the McAdoo 
followers to show that the majori- 
ty sentiment among the delegates 
is for a majority nomination. The 
Texas delegation conducted the 
canvass because it was instructed 
to work and Wote for majority rule. 

Samuel B. Amidon, National 
Committeeman from Kansas and 
zealous McAdoo booster, said _ to- 
day that the two-thirds rule was 
obsolete and in fact, no longer 
binding. He upheld the contention 
of the McAdoo strategists that the 
convention of 1920 supplanted it 
with the majority rule. 


Cites 1920 Precedent. 

“Gov. Cox of Ohio,” said Ami- 
don, “actually was nominated for 
President in 1920 before he re- 
ceived the votes of two thirds of 
the delegates. He had . barely 


passed the majority point when a 
motion was made to make his 
nomination unanimous. This was 
done. I remember the circum- 
stances clearly.” 

The significant comment of 
David Rockwell, director-general 
of the McAdoo campaign, was: 

“Regardless of all the debating 
there has been over the majority 
rule and the question of whether 
it still exists, the fact is that when 
Mr. McAdoo receives the votes of 
a majority of delegates, he will be 


featest propaganda” newspaper dis- 
patches reporting several delega- 
tions pledged to McAdoo’s nomina- 
tion as strongly disinclined to vote 
for majority rule. He employed 
the same words in denouncing as 
untrue statements that Iowa, Ken- 
tucky and Missouri and other 
states would desert McAdoo dur- 
ing the early balloting and con- 
tribute farge blocs of delegates to 
Gov. Smith. 

Amidon confirmed Rockwell's 
announcement that Kansas was 
sure to line up for McAdoo after 
it had cast a few complimentary 
votes for its favorite son, Gov. 
Jonathan Davis. He expiained that 
the Kansas delegatiqn, which will 
arrive on Monday, is instructed to 
vote for Davis “as long as it is 
deemed expedient” to do so. 

Kansas for McAdoo. 

“McAdoo can have the delega- 
tion any time he wants it,”’ said 
Amidon. “Of our 24 votes, 19 are 
irrevocably for McAdoo. Jouett 
Shouse, assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury during the Wilson admin- 
istration, is chairman of the dele- 
gation.” 

Anticipating the arrival today of 
the heavyweight bosses from half a 
dozen states hostile to the McAdoo 
cause, Rockwell and his advisers 
strengthened their fences. They 
called in the most dependable 
among the McAdoo leaders and 
“departmentalized activities,” as 
Rockwell put it. Breckinridge 
Long of St. Louls was made chief 
contact officer. Important tasks, 
not specified to the reporters, were 
assigned to Homer S. Cummings 
of Connecticut, J. Bruce Kreamer 
of Montana, and half a dozen other 
dependable mechanics. Rockwell 
explained that following the ar- 
rival of McAdoo this afternoon 
there would be a conference at 
which members of a board of strat- 
egy would be selected to help con- 
duct the McAdoo convention drive. 

McAdoo, accompanied by Mrs. 
McAdoo and their two daughters. 
Mary Faith and Ellen Wilson, will 
reach the Pennsylvania station at 
3:44 p.m. A braaes band will blare 
a welcome to the candidate. He 
and Mrs. McAdoo will go direct to 
the Vanderbilt Hotel. where they 
will stay until the end of the con- 
vention. The two McAdoo chil- 
dren will be taken to the summe:

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The 
Underwood people are ready to 
join with the managers of Alfred 
E. Smith to prevent the setting 
aside of the two-thirds rule at the 
Democratic convention. 

They do not accept the view that 
the two-thirds rule already has 
been set aside in the adoption by 
the 1920 convention of the parlia- 
mentary rules of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Underwood has let it 
be understood that he believes if 
the two-thirds rule is to be abol- 
ished, the change should not be 
made effective until four years 
hence. Thus all candidates would 
have full notice of what to ex- 
pect. 

One of the Underwood leaders 
who has been attending national 
conventions for 30 years, explained 
today that action similar to that 
of the San Francisco convention 
had been taken at every other con- 
vention of his experience, the adop- 
tion of the House rules being the 
usual preliminary intended to pre- 
serve orderly procedure until the 
convention can adopt its own rules.

PAY MOST OF INCOME TAX 


Collections Received by State Total 
$2,774,863, of Which Two 
Cities Paid $1,980,967.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18.— 

State income tax collections paid 

into the State Treasurer's office 


up to today total $2,774,863.34, an 
excess of $224,863.34 over the $2,- 
550,000 estimate for 1924 made by 
the State Tax Commission in its 
revenue estimates for 1923-24. 
Thirty-five of the 114 counties still 
are out. 

St. Louis and Kansas City have 
paid in more than two-thirds of 
the income tax collections received 
thus far. Collector Koeln: of St. 
Louis has sent in $1,283,449.30 on 
1924 collections, and Kansas City 
has sent in $697,527.38. The total 
for the two cities is $1,980,967.68. 
Compared to the income taxes re- 
ported by the two larger cities the 
collections credited to the 79 coun- 
ties which already have reported 
total $793,895.66. Of this amount 
St. Louis County paid $173,167.37 
and Buchanan County, including 
the city of St. Joseph, paid _ in 
$111,050.26. State income tax col- 
jectsons .or 1923 totaled $2,867.- 
724.48. This covered income in 
1922, when the State rate for in- 
come tax was 1% per cent. The 
present collections are based on the 
new rate of 1 per cent.

It is not clear whether Premier 
MacDonald and nis colleagues 
voted for the resolution, but it is 
stated that they did not cast their 
ballots against it. Apologists for 
the Government say the resolution 
merely expresses the attitude of the 
Labor party and does not commit 
the administration. 

The: governmenta! critics, how- 
ever, contend that this is not like- 
ly to have weight in Italy, where 
offense is inevitable. They term 
it an unimaginable blunder in the 
light of Mr. MacDonald's known 
desire for friendly relations with 
the European Powers with a view 
to settlement of the reparation 
problem.

Doctor in Moll Case Says 
He Would Not Prescribe 


It to Strengthen Intel- 
lect. 


The effect of whisky on the 
intellect was a matter of testi- 
mony in the trial, resumed today, 
of the suit to get aside the will of 
Frederick Moll, a liquor dealer at 
Jefferson and Chouteau avenues, 
who died Sept. 3, 1922, dividing the 
bulk of an estate vaiued at $150,- 
000 between'‘a grandson and the 
son of his attorney. 

Defense witnesses had admitted 
that Moll had been a drinking man, 
and that on one occasion a physi- 
clan ,Jnuad treated him for a condi- 
tion ~‘ bordering on delirium 
tremens. 

“What about whisky, anyway, 
doctor?” Attorney Patrick Cullen 
asked Dr. E. E. Kurtzeborn, who 
was testifying for the defendants. 
“Does it help a man’s mind?” 
-“T wouldn't prescribe it to 
strengthen the intellect,’ the wit- 
ness replied.” “But I have seen 
men whom it seemed to brighten 
up a good deal.” 

Charges Undue Influence. 

The plaintiff in the suit is Mrs. 
Maude Harden of 3242 Portis ave- 
nue, acting for her son, Frederick 
Moll Jr., 7 years old. If the will 
were set aside the boy would re- 
ceive all of the estate. Mrs. Har- 
den alleges that Philip Pollak, who 
was Moll's attorney, influenced him 
in making the will so that his son, 
Siegfried Pollak, 21 years old, 
would be mentioned. 

Young Pollak took the stand to 
tell of his associations with Moll. 
He said that from childhood Moll 
had shown an interest in him. 

“He would give me candy and 
nickels and dimes,” ran his test, 
mony. “I told him what books I 
was reading and he frequently sug- 
gested things he thought I ought 
to read. He called me ‘Schnickel- 
fritz’ and was always very friend- 
_ 

On cross-examination the wit- 
ness could not state any specific 
act of kindness he had performed 
in return except. “I often took Mr. 
Moll out riding.” He denied that 
he nber ever mentioned being re- 


mempered in Moll]’s will and said 
it wa surprise when he was told 
of the bequest. 

Dr. Floyd Alcorn, a dentist who 
treated Moll in late years, testified 
the testator showed great regard 
for his lawyer, Pollak. 

“Mr. Moll told me one day, ‘If it 
fhadn’t been for Pollak I wouldn't 
be worth a cent now.’ He advised 
me to take my own financial prob- 
lems to Mr. Pollak,” the witness 
testified. : 

The doctor admitted that Moll 
had been advised to go to him for 
treatment by Pollak. He told of 
other conversations with the liquor 
dealer in which Moll! said, “I don’t

Findings of Committee of State Bar Associa- 
tion Which Recommends Changes in Court 
Procedure to Check Crime. 


“Under the present criminal law 
in Missouri, and the laws pertain- 
ing to é¢riminal procedure, persous 
charged with crimes have a much 


better chance of being acquitted, 
though guilty, than of being con- 
victed.” 

This conclusion is reached by a 
special committee of the Missouri 
Bar Association, appointed last 
January. Its report. made public 


last night by Guy A. Thompson, 


president of the State Association, 
recommends that a permaner:t 
body be formed for investigating 
the dgfects of criminal law and 
procedure, and for following up the 
results of such investigation.

Similar Report By Hadley. 
The six points ¢ited by the com- 

mittee were included in a similar 
list of 26 points, prepared by Chan- 
cellor Hadley of Washington Uni- 
versity, chairman of a special com- 
mittee of the American Law In- 
stitute. It was published in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, April 6 last, 
in the first of three articles con- 
taining Hadley’s conclusions on the 
defects of American criminal pro- 
cedure. Some of Hadley’s points 
applied to other stajes rather than 
to Missouri, but he emphasized par- 
ticularly the importance of the rule 
which prevents the State from 
commenting on a defendant's fail- 
ure to testify. He showed that rule 
to be a relic of ancient conditions 
in England, which have no paral- 
lel in this country now. 

In its report on present condi- 
tions, showing the need for more 
effective methods of applying jus. 
tice, the State Bar Association's 
committee says: 

“There appears to be an elarming

Apparently Plenty of Laws. 

“It does not appear that there 
ls any serious deficiency in the 
substantive criminal laws of this 
State. Indeed, more acts of com- 
Mission and omission are now 
crimes than ever before. Density 
of population and the complexities 
of the present-day civilization have 
Seemed to cause the enactment of 
many laws of a prohibitive and 
regulatory nature which have 
thrown an ever-increasing burden 
of work upon constabulary and po- 
lice as well as prosecuting and ad- 
ministrating officials and tribu- 
nals. 

“The scope of the work of this 
committee, however, must neces- 
sarily be NMmited to the major 
crimes, such as homicide, robbery, 
burglary and larceny and the like. 
The present substantive laws would 
seem to be adequate to meet the 
needs of society in that field. 

“Students of this subject, how- 
ever, generally agree that our 
criminal procedural law should be 
revised to meet present-day con- 
ditions. Various specific changes 
have been suggested by different 
authorities, but nearly all agree 
that criminal procedure in this 
state has made it easy for the 
present-day criminal to escape 
punishment, and that such laws, 
having been handed down to us 
largely from the common law of 
England and made for another day, 
should be amended in the interest 
of public security of life and prop- 
erty in this day.” 

The committee says that the at- 
titude of the public is an important 
factor in bringing about improve- 
ment. It recommends that a more 
thorough inquiry into the subject 
be made “‘by a capable staff of 
persons under the direction of a 
committee of citizens,”’ and it men- 
tions the work done by the Cleve- 
land Foundation, in conjunction 
with the Bar Association of that 
city. The Cleveland investigation 
cost $40,000, it/is stated, and it is 
recommended that such an investi- 
gation be made in Missouri, not 
aimed at immediate results, and 
wholly free from any political mo- 
tives. 

Cases Followed to Disposal. 

The Cleveland organization has 
subcommittees which follow each 
crimiual case from the time of the 
arrest until final disposal of the 
case, and through the prisoner's 
sentence. It furnishes information 
to the public bearing on the effi- 
ciency of judicial and prosecuting 
officers. 

“The work of such an organiza- 
tion,” the Bar Assoclation’s com- 
mittee says, “should not .be con- 
sidered as completed with the mak- 
ing of a survey, but it should con- 
tinue in existence, and after having 
created the public sentiment for 
better law observance and law en- 
forcement, should aim by its work 
to keep alive and spread that sen- 
timent. Real and lasting results 
cannot be achieved by sporadic ef- 
forts, but only by persistent and 
unremitting work, largely of an ed- 
ucational character. In a word, the 
problem requires a fyller realiza- 
tion on the part of the people of 
the State of the necessity of their 
discharging more fully and care- 
fully their civic duties, and an ap- 
preciation of the fact that our pub- 
Hc affairs will be conducted prop- 
erly or otherwise according to the 
interest taken in them by the peo- 
ple themselves. 

Citizens’ Committee Favored. 

“Therefore, we respectfully rec- 
ommend to the president and Ex-

WASHINGTON, June 18.—<C. 
Bascom Slemp’s statement itn Cin- 


cinnati on his row with Chairman 
Butler of the Republican National 
Committee has directed attention 
to the abundance of fire under- 
neath all the smoke just at the 
time when the President was 
quenching the flames that ap- 
peared on the surface. 

Mr. Coolidge plainly shares the 
view of his secretary that Butler 
should not. “assume any individual- 
istic policy’’ in running the cam- 
paign, and the Senate ‘regulars 
agree to that heartily. But the 
President has no intention of tak- 
ing away from Chairman Butler 


}the management of the campsaign, 


which Slemp declared would be 
vested in an advisory committee 
of which he will be a member. 


President Coolidge made unmis- 
takably clear to White House call- 
ers yesterday that Chairman But- 
ler will remain in command. He 
emphasized that the custom which 
prevailed in previous - Republican 
campaigns, with the national 
chairman holding the threads from 
the state and local committees, 
would be adhered to, and that the 
Advisory Committee would not dif- 
fear essentially from the Board of 
Consultanté Which always assist 
the National Committee. Conse- 
quently, Chairman Butler’s pres- 
tige seems to.have suffered but 
little from the uproar against him 
which shook the party after the 
Cleveland convention. The White 
House view of the Advisory Com- 
mittee is thdt it is a somewhat 
elastic group, with new faces ap- 
pearing in it from time to time as 
the campaign progresses, but com- 
posed of the more sagacious poli- 
ticlans who cannot be expected to 
devote their full time to campaign 
matters. 


Butler the Léader. 

It is generally assumed, because 
of the complexion the committee 
will have, that President Coolidge 
will hesitate to override it in favor 
of a less experienced chairman on 
matters of primary importance, but 
beyond doubt he places the real 
leadership in the head of the Na- 
tional Committee. 

Secretary Slemp has won a point 
in that he has surrounded the Na- 
tional Chairman with advisers,, but 
that seemed to have been on the 
cards anyway, so the situation is 
about the same as it was when the 
convent! closed.

His office-holding.career began 
with his election to the Virginia 
State Senate. He was sick in bed 
at the time.

He was in the State Senate from 
1899 to 1903. Im 1901-02 he was 
a member of the State Constitu- 
tional Convention, &nother position 
which appears to have come to.

Glass first was elected to the 
House of ‘Representatives ip 1902 
and served continuously in. that 
body until Dec. 16, 1918, when he 
resigned to accept appointment as 
Secretary of the Treasury to suc- 
ceed William G. McAdoo, resigned. 
Glass was on the ocean, returning 
from Wurope, when the appoint- 
ment was made. President Wilson 
had not been able to communicate 
with him. When he landed at 
Halifax, he was surprised to hear

the Consul General at that place 
greet him as “Mr. Secretary.” 

After Glass had served a year 
as Secretary of the Treasury, « 
position in which he fully justified 
the confidence that Wilson reposed 
in him, Senator Martin of Virginia 
died and the Governor of that 
State called on Glass to fill out the 
unexpired. term. With the full 
acquiescence of Wilson, Glass re- 
signed from the Treasury Feb. 2, 
1920, to. become a Senator. 

He speedily became recognized 
as a Wilson spokesman on the floor 
of the Senate. In 1920 he was 
elected for a full Senate term. 
Throughout the trying period of 
the President's illness, and after 
Wilson's retirement to the seclu- 
sion of his 8 street home, Glass saw 
as much 6f him as any person not 
connected with the immediate fam- 
ily. His support of the President 
has never varied. 

Almost from the beginning of his 
public career, Glass has specialized 
in fisea) legislation. He had served 
on the Banking Committee of the 
Virginia State Senate, and when 
,he came to Washington he drew a 
similar assignment in the House. 
Though the newest member of the

The talk about abolishing the two-thirds rule at 
the Democratic convention can safely be dismissed 
as preconvention maneuvering. The McAdoo strate- 
gists have used it to give themselves the appearance 
of strength which they do not in fact possess. 

For even on their own claims Mr. McAdoo's 
strength in the convention reveals his fundamental 
weakness in the election. On his own showing he is 
the candidate of a group of delegations from states 
which cannot possibly elect the next President of 
the United States. He is opposed by the delega- 
tions from all those states in which every Democrat 
who hopes to win must pick up a large bloc of elec- 
toral votes. 

The McAdoo claims are exaggerated, as all pre- 
convention estimates always are. But for the pur- 
poses of argument let us take the claims at their 
face value. Let us see what they come to: 

North of the Ohio River and roughly east of the 
Mississippi there is not a state delegation even 
claimed for McAdoo. There are a few scattering? 
yotes in solidly Republican Pennsylvania, a handful 
in the solid La Follette states of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota and several in Vermont and Massachu- 
setts. In the great territory where the election has 
to be won or lost there is not a Democratic state 
organization for McAdoo and all the biggest ones, 
like New York and Ohio, are dead against him. 
His strength in the convention on his own claims 
comes from two sections. One section is the South, 
where he is the leading but not the unanimous 
choice. The other section is the land west of the 
Mississippi, where he claims the support of all but 
a few states. 

What does this mean? So far as the South goes 
it means very little, for practically any Democratic 
candidate will carry the solid South. As to the 
states claimed west of the Mississippi, their total 
electoral value comes to only 131 votes. If Mr. 


by him in the convention he would have 202 votes 
in the electoral college. If he lost the states not 
claimed for him in the convention Mr. Coolidge 
would be triumphantly elected with 329 electoral 
votes. The weakness of Mr. McAdoo in all the de- 
cisive and pivotal states is glaring. A candidate 
with no active support from the Democratic party 
in the East and Middle West and with the active 
opposition of most of it, is a practically certain loser 
in the election. A man who cannot convert his own 
party after three years of active campaigning, with 
no serious opposition, simply is not the chosen leader 
of his party. 

As a matter of fact Mr. McAdoo is even weaker 
than he seems. For while he claims most of the 
delegations west of the Mississippi there is little 
likelihood of his carrying even the solid West. There 
Mr. La Follette has his greatest strength and there 
La Follette would compete with Mr. McAdoo for the 
discontented farmer vote. 
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COMMUNISM’S FAILURE. 


It happens that while the American Communists 
are concentrating their efforts to capture the Amer- 
ican radical movement in the national Farmer-Labor 
convention at St. Paul the Third Internationale, with 
Communist delegates from all over the world, is 
meeting at Moscow, to lay new plans to carry the 
world for communism. 

It ought to be evident to the workers everywhere 
that, having been experimented with in Russia for 
u brief period and signally failed, communism as an 
economic scheme of society is absolutély impracti- 
cable, and that all that remains, after the colossal 
Russian failure, is a band of political visionaries and 
office seekers who are not only without the faculty 
of statesmanship, but constitute a mischievous ele- 
ment. Those Communists who are sincere are blind 
to the recent historical evolution, whith has been 
away from the communistic ideal. The rest are 
hypocritical mischief makers, who would engineer a 
turn-over for the sake of whatever loot they might 
get out of it. 

With American labor embarking heart and soul in 
the banking business and organizing its investments, 
as Warren S. Stone says, “on the same basis as the 
Steel Corporation or any other corporation of large 
and varied activities,” a Communist movement in 
America is finally repudiated. 

Communism is dead today. It never had much 
vitality. Lenine and his brother dreamers killed it.

The Republican platform solemnly appeals to the 
people in the interests of party government to eléct 
to the Senate and House of Representatives “men 
and women who believe in Republican principles, 
acknowledge party responsibility and who can be 
relied on to keep faith with the people by carrying 
out the program which the Republican party pre 
sents and pledges itself to fulfill.” Y 

If the people were to follow that injunction as it 
applies to the last Congress there would not be a 
handful of present Republican Senators left; approx- 
imately the same proportion would remain in the 
House. While this platform plank was evidently 
aimed at the insurgents it applies to something like 
86 per cent of the party in Congress. For the Dem- 
ocratic substitute for the President’s tax bill the 
vote of the Republicans was 30 to 5. Senate Re- 
publicans differed with ,the President on the Jap 
anese exclusion almost unanimously. The postal-pay 
bill, which 35 Republicans favored and only three 
, opposed, was vetoed by the President. Thirty Re- 
publicans voted to override the President's veto on 
the bonus and only 17 upheld it. On the Bursum 
pension bill 12 Republicans stood,by the President 
and 82 opposed him. - 

The fact of the matter is that the convention could 
not shoot at the progressive insurgents without hit- 
ting more stand-patters than progressives. The anti- 
insurgent plank only goes to show that party bun- 
combe is concocted with no expectation that it will 
be analyzed by the mass of the voters. 
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PRIVATE SEGREGATION. 

The Property Owners’ Executive Committee, rep- 
resenting 24 civic organizations, is undertaking «@ 
plan of racial segregation in the residence districts 
of the city by the method of organization, purchase 
and “covenanting” of property without any appeal 
to law or official zoning. 

Supplementing the task of excluding negro resi- 
dents from areas reserved for whites, the committee, 
says J. F. O. Reller, its chairman, has planned segre- 
gation zones adequate to care for 150,000 negroes. 
This is 50,000 in excess of the present estimated 
100,000 negro population of the city. 

A happy solution would be the co-operation of rep- 
resentative committees of both races along these 
lines. The whites concede that, with exclusion of 
negroes from designated districts, other districts 
must be yielded to supply living quarters for the 
excluded. 

With both races represented in the carrying out 
of a mutually agreed segregation plan, harmony 
and well being should prevail. While segregation, 
if ruthlessly or tactlessly administered, is offensive, 


the principle, it seems, must in the end be recog- 
nized. There can be no controversy over the fact. 
that invasion of a white residence district by negro 
residents destroys in great part the sale value of 
property which has been acquired by honest toil and | 
saving. 

The problem sooner,or later must be definitely 
settled. By tolerance, co-operation and common 
sense it can be settled in peace for the advancement 
of all constructive purposes.

of Wage Employment. 


The commission system of wage 
employment in retail stores was 


disapproved in favor of the bonus 
system of sales, in a report em- 
bodied from a questionnaire re- 
turned from 125 department store; 
throughout the United States, pre- 
sented today before the fifth an- 
nual convention of the Controllers’ 
of the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association at Hotel 
Statler. 
The report was presented by the 
committee on “Compensation 
Methods,” and its conclusion, as 
put into practice, will affect the 
wages of many thousands of em- 
ployes, represented by the 700 
stores, whose fiscal and account- 
ing officials compose the con- 
gress. 
Commission System Disapproved. 

“The commission system is dis- 
approved,”’ the report stated, ‘‘be- 
cause all the advantages of the 
commission system are contained 
within a proper bonus plan.” The 
advantages of the latter were enu- 
merated as follows: equalizes the 
inequalities of the wage system; 
provides incentive for better ser- 
vice to customer and increased in- 
dividual sales; encourages sales 
person to create personal clientele; 
increases efficiency with conse- 
quent lowering of selling costs; fur- 
nishes guide for weeding out non- 
producers and consequent adjust- 
ment of salary; forces attention of 
management to actual selling cost; 
and reduces labor turnover. 
In 1922, 
in the United States and Canada 
expended 27.1 per cent of their net 
sales revenue to sell the goolls, and 
the bigger the store the higher was 
the cost of selling. This unusual 
conclusion was reported to the Con- 
trollers in an address today by Mel- 
vin T. Copeland, director of the 
Bureau of Business Research of 
Harvard University. 
For 151 stores, doing an annual 
turnover in excess of $1,000,000, 
the cost was 28.4 per cent. Of this 
number for those doing from $1,- 
000,000 to $4,000,000 business an- 
nually the cost was 28.4 per cent: 
from $4,000,000 to $10,000,000, 29 
per cent; and over $10,000,000 29 
per cent. Copeland asserted that 
reports from -banking institutions 
showed a comparable situation— 
the larger the bank the larger the 
cost of the loans. 

No Criticism of Stores. 

“In pointing out these facts,” he 
asserted, “there is no implication 
of criticism of stores with a large 
volume of sales and no intent to 
imply that the growth of large- 
scale merchandising should be 
checked. A higher ratio of oper- 
ating expenses, furthermore, does 
not necessarily mean a lower ratio 
of net profit; even when the net 
profit is lower, the aggregate net 
profit in dollars and cents usually 
is higher for the large stores. 
“The chief significance of these 
facts, so far as they can be relied 
upon, is that a mere increase in the 
volume of sales does not necessari- 
ly result in economy.” 
Copeland concluded

Advent of New Government in France Leads 
to Fresh Plan for Supervision of 
Old World Affairs. 


associated Press. 
PUENEVA, June 18.—Definite ac- 


tion taken by the Council of the 
League of Nations yesterday wil! 
| mark a new orientation in the po- 
litical affairs of the old world as 
tending to throw all the Euro- 
pean problems. into the hands of 
the league for supervision and set- 
tlement. This transformation is 
explained as the immediate conse- 
quence of the advent of a new 
Government in France. The session 
broke up in the liveliest spirit of 
optimism over the day's develop- 
ments. 

While the league council was 
reaching these immediate decisions 
the international labor conference 
was naming the members of the 
subcommission. It was voted to 
refuse places to the Italian work- 
men delegates on the ground that 
they are fascists and were not 
freely chosen by the workers of 
Italy. The subcommissions are 
composed of representatives of the 
governments, employers and work- 
ers, each group having the sole 
right to designate its delegates. 
Dr. Souza Dantas of Brazil as 
chairman of the subcommittee 
handling the long-standing prob- 
lem arising from the expropriation 
of the property of German settlers 
by Poland, announced that the 
Poles had agreed to pay the lump 
sum of $3,000,000 in gold francs 
com pensation. 


The first steps in the apparent 
move towards having it take over 
the military control of Germany 
were taken yesterday by the coun- 
cil of the League of Nations when 
it voted to refer to a committee of 
jurists the question whether inter- 
ested states have the right to a 
seat in the council when the ques- 
tion of investigating a military sit- 
uation is taken up by that body. 
Lord Parmoor of Great Britain 
raised the issue by asking an in- 
quiry on the responsibilities of the 
council toward controlling the 
armaments of Austria and Hun- 
gary, but Henri de Jouvenel of 
France, indicated plainly that any 
action taken necessarily prepared 
the way for handling the German 
question. 

France Accepts British Plan. 


Following the annotncement of 
Premier Herriot of France that he 
was determined to utilize the 
League of Nations in assuring the 
peace of Europe, the greatest im- 
portance was given the public 
statement made by Henri de Jou- 
venel, representing France on the 
council, when he approved on be- 
half of his nation a British pro- 
posal for an immediate inquiry in- 
to the responsibility of the coun- 
cil for the military control of the 
Central European states, as out- 
lined in the various treaties. 

M. De Jouvenal made it clear 
that although the council was of- 
ficially discussing its miltary re- 
sponsibility towards Bulgaria, Au- 
stria and Hungary, its action paved 
the way for similar treatment of 
Germany. 7 

France, said M. De Jouvenel, 
deemed the council's investigation 
exceedingly opportune for it was 
obvious the powers must look for- 
ward to the time when the inter- 
allied control would pass to the 
League. On his motion two reso- 
lutions were adopted. One of 
these called for the appointment of 
a committee of jurists to interpret 
paragraph 656, article 4, of the 
League's covenant, which declares 
that any member of the League 
not represented in the council shall 
be Invited to send a representative 
to sit as a member of any council 
rieeting during the consideration 
of matters especially affecting its 


The council also decided by reso- 
lution that the disarmament com- 
mission of the league prepare a de- 
tailed plan of contro! in case the 
council decided to take over mili- 
tary contro! of any countries from 
the interallied board. 

The extension of the principles of 
the Washington naval treaty to 
countries which did not participate 
in the American conference is prov- 
ing so difficult of accomplishment 
that the council decided to seek 

isdom from the next assembly of 
the league. When the activi- 
tles of 64 Powers meet at Ge- 
neva in September they will be 
asked in view of the difference of 
opinion arising in the preliminary 
conferences, fo outline as clearly as 
possible the essential principles on 
which an international conference 
for the limitation of national arma- 
ments should be based. 

Brazil Would Maintain Navy. 

A resolution to this end was 
adopted after Edouard Benes, in 
his capacity as reporter for the 
Naval Commission, had made clear 
the difficulties already encountered 
and after Dr. Sousa Dantas had in- 
sisted upon Brazil's fundamental 
policy of pacifism and had empha- 
sized at the same time Brazil's need 
of replacing her old warships. 

Brazil, he said, did not want to 
increase her naval strength, but for 
purposes of self-defense would ask 
for the right to maintain her pres- 
ent navy in first-class form and re- 
new obsolete units. 

There is considerable discussion 
in Gerieva whether it might not be 
desirable to combine the naval con- 
ference now under consideration of 
the league with the general confer- 
ence on armament reduction which 
President Coolidge has suggested 
for some later date. 

Geneva had a day replete with 
activities, for, in addition to the 
meeting of the League Council, the 
annual international labor confer- 
ence inaugurated a program devot- 
ed to the amelioration of the lot of 
the working men and women. 

Hjalmir Branting, eminent Swed- 
ish statesman and labor leader, was 
electeq president of the labor con- 
ference and the opening addresses 
were noteworthy in that they em- 
phasizeq that conditions in Europe 
were steadily improving and voiced 
an abiding faith in the future of 
the League of Nations international! 
labor office as a means for attain- 
ing the most serviceable peace and 
the happiness of mankind. 


People Coming Into Own. 

Dr. Branting declared his belief 
that recent-world political changes 
proved that the people, who are the 
real majority, are actually coming 
into their own, and this fact, he 
said, augured well, for the people 
always wanted peace. 

Refuses to Release Austria. 

The council refused to release 
Austria from League contro! or fix 
a date on which the libera- 
tion of gold fwill become effective, 
but agreed to institute a special! in- 
quiry as to whether it would be 
possible to meet Austria’s request 
to raise her annual figure of ex- 
penditure. 

The council warned Austria that 
further economies were necessary 
and agreed with the rinancial com- 
missioner that the Austrian loan 
should be utilized for budget de- 
ficits and that it would be a breach 
of faith to expend any part of the 
loan on public works unless au- 
thorized by the bondholders. The 
council registered its judgment that 
the Government commission in the 
Sarre Valley is collectively respon- 
sible for its acts and that the 
members cannot reach decisions on

CHINA REJECTS U.S. 
CLAIMS IN RAILWAY 


Pekin and Moscow Govern- 
ments Have Taken Control 
of Chinese Eastern Road. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—The 


Chinese and Russian Soviet Gov- 
ernments have entered into an ar- 
rangement for the exclusive con- 
trol and administration by them 
of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
and claims made by the State De- 
partment in behalf of American 
Government and citizen investors 
have been rejected. 

The State Department today is- 
sued a statement on the situation 
as it has developed from ocorres- 
pondence with Pekin and the ar- 
rangement between Moscow and 
Pekin. It revealed that the Ameri- 
can Government, through Minister 
Schurman, May 3, formally called 
the attention of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to American interests’ in 
the railway and to the resolution 
adopted by the Washington arms 


conference, under which China 
was made trustee for the railway 
and charged with the responsibil- 
ity of protecting the rights of all 
creditors. 


In reply to Minister Schurman’s 
note, Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, said 
in effect that only China and Rus- 
sia were concerned in the question, 
and the future administration of 
the transportation agency rested 
exclusively in the two Govern- 
ments. 


The Chinese reply also asserted 
that the arrangement with Russia 
was not prejudicial to the rights 
of other nations, and that China 
did not considér there was need 
for excessive anxiety over points 
raised by the American Govern- 
ment. Because of military neces- 
sities during the World War and 
while American forces were in Si- 
beria, the railroad was adminis- 
tered by an interallied commission 
and was financed by the allied Gov- 
ernments. In this way the United 
States became a creditor to the ex- 
tent of about $5,000,000, along with 
others of the allied Powers, includ- 
ing Japan, Great Britain aud 
France. 


It is understood that Japan and 
France have made representations 
to the Chinese Government and 
have received replies similar to 
that to the United States. 


China Says Sino-Russian Pact End- 
ed All Obligations.

PEKIN, June 18.—The Japanese 
legation yesterday received a reply 
from the Foreign Office to Japan’s 
communication warning China 
against the possible jeopardizing 
of Japanese rights in the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, disposition of/ 
which property was an important 
phase of the recently signed Rus- 
so-Chinese agreement extending 
recognition to the soviet. 

In her reply, China maintains 
that while certain obligations re- 
garding the railroad had devolved 
upon her as a result of the treaties 


FORD HOME ROBBED WHEN 
GUARDED BY 15 EMPLOYES 


Police Doubt Any One from Out- 
side Could Have Gone Over 
Wall Topped With Spikes.

DETROIT, Mich., June 18.—Po- 
lice have obtained finger-prints of 
all employes in the house and about 
the grounds of the residence of Ed- 
sel B. Ford, president of the Ford 
Motor Co., in connection with the 
robbery of $100,000 worth of jewel- 
ry Saturday night. Clear finger- 
prints were left by the thief ac- 
cording to police. 


The jewels, in a silver case, in- 


cluded a pearl necklace of 205 
graded pearls with a platinum 
clasp set with a one-carat dia- 
mond, valued at $67,000; a pearl 
necklace of 103 graded pearls with 
a platinum clasp set with a ore- 
half-carat diamond, valued at $27,- 
000; Mrs. Ford’s wedding ring, a 
platinum band of scroll design; a 
guard ring encircled with one- 
eighth-carat diamonds, and a gold 
octagonal clock. The Ford resi- 
dence, surrounded by a high wall 
topped with spikes, is guarded con- 
stantly by 15 men and police ex- 
pressed themselves as being skepti- 
cal that any thief could break 
through this cordon. The jewels 
were taken from the bedroom cf 
Mrs. Ford while she and her hus- 
band were entertaining two guests, 
it was announced. The fact that 
a bathroom window near the bed- 
room was found open, gave rise to 
the belief at first that the thief had 
climbed a canopy and entered 
through this window. 


The robbery was discovered 
when Mrs. Ford went to her room 
early Sunday morning and looked 
for the clock on her dressing table. 
It was gone and further search 
showed the jewel case had been 
taken. The jewel case was on the 
dressing table about 10 o’clock 
Saturday night, police were told. 


“MUST DEEPEN ST; LAWRENCE” 


Secretary Hoover, in Montreal, Says 
Improvement Is Necded. 


MONTREAL, June 18.—The 


deepening of the St. Lawrence Riv- 
er to allow ocean-going vessels to 
enter the Great Lakes basin is in- 
evitable, Secretary of Commerce 
Herbert Hoover declared here prior 
to his departure for New York. 
Hoover is a member of the United 
States commission which has been 
investigating the proposed St. 
Lawrence waterway and power 
project. 

Hoover said the growing pres- 
sure of population in the middle 
western sections of both the Unit- 
ed States and Canada pointed to 
the ultimate completion of the deep 
waterways scheme. No matter how 
the issue is fought by Eastern 
capital, he said, the end will be 
the same.

CHICAGO CHOIR AIDS 
IN RESCUES AT StA 


Fifty Singers Worked to Save 
Norwegian Passengers — 
American Woman Lost. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHRISTIANIA, Norway, June 
13.—Mrs. Richard Bordewick, 
widow of the Norwegian-American 
painter, Bordewick, who once lived 
in the town of Norway, Mich., was 
among a number of persons, the 
majority of them women and chil- 
dren, drowned Monday when the 
Norwegian mail steamer Haakon 
Jarl was sunk in a collision with 
the steamer Kong Harald. Twelve 
passengers and five members of 
the crew are said to have perished. 
The disaster occurred in the Vestf- 
jord, between the Lofoten Islands 
and the Norwegian mainiand. 

The Kong Harald aside from her 
bow being slightly stove in was not 
damaged. On board this vessel 
were 50 members of the Chicago 
Norwegian male choir, which is 
touring Norway. The _ singers 
worked valiantly in rescuing those 
thrown into the water when the 
Haakon Jarl sank. The Kong 
Harald remained several hours in 
the vicinity of the wreck and then 
proceeded for Trondhjem. The sea 
was calm at the time of the col- 
lision. Mrs. Bordewick was on a 
pleasure tour. 

The Haakon Jarl, an old boat of 
500 tons, left Bodo at 9 o'clock 
Monday evening, bound northward 
with a full passenger list. Half 
way across the Vestfjord, while go- 
ing slow, owing to the dense fog, 
the steamer was rammed on the 
starboard side by the Kong Harald, 
a vessel of 865 tons, bound south 
and also crowded with passengers. 
The Kong Harald was going slowly, 
but her bow cut deeply into the 
side of the Haakon Jarl. 


The boats of each vessel were 
Iwered, filled with passengers, but 
some of the more excited jumped 
overboard. Some of these swam to 
the Kong Harald, but others per- 
ished. When the Kong Harald re- 
versed her engines and pulled her 
nose out of the hole in the side of 
the Haakon Jarl, the latter sank in 
a few minutes. Captain Peterson 
of the Haakon Jarl jumped into the 
sea from the bridge of the steamer 
a few seconds before it disappeared 
beneath the waves. 


CONVICT ASKS FOR PAROLE ON 
AFFIDAVIT BY PRISONER 


Latter Says Man Serving Five-Year 
Term Had No Connection 
With Robbery.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18.— 
Asserting his innocence of the rob- 
bery for which he is serving a 10- 
year sentence in the State peni- 
tentiary, Lonnie Affronti, 24 years 
old, of Kansas City, has filed with 
the State Penal Board an applica- 
tion for a parole hearing, based 
chiefly on an affidavit of another 
convict who was sent to the prison 
on a plea of guilty, that Affronti 
had no connection with the rob- 
bery. 

Affronti has served two years 
and four months of his sentence. 
Prison officials say he has a per- 
fect record in the prison. This 
case is similar to that 
Plaujanin of St. Louls which was 
heard by the penal board iast 
month. Plaujanin was exonerated 
of participation in a robbery in St. 
Louis, for which he was sentenced 
to five years, by an affidavit of 
Louis Doeken, now serving a five- 
year term, on a recommendation 
by the board for parole of Plau- 
janin is before Gov. Hyde. Plau- 
janin has served one year and 
seven months of his sentence. 


Affronti was convicted in Clay 
County Circuit Court of a charge 
of participating in the robbery of 
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twe women in their home near Lib- 
erty in December, 1919. 

Although he has just filed his 
papers in support of the applica- 
tion for parole, Affronti has had 
the affidavit for more than a year. 
He waited in order to obtain lIet- 
ter of recommendation from Kan- 
sas City and to establish a good 
record as a prisoner. Charles Wil- 
liams, who pleaded guilty and was 
taken to Liberty from the peni- 
tentiary to testify at Affronti’s 
trial, testified that Affronti was 
implicated in the robbery, accord- 
ing to briefs filed with the Supreme 
Court. However, Williams testi- 
fied ‘he was intoxicated at the time 
and had never seen Affronti before 
the day of the robbery.

BEATEN BY LABORITE 


Government Party in South 
Africa in Danger of Defeat 
by Combination. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAPE TOWN, Union of South! 


Africa, June 18.—The return from 


the general elections yesterday are 
incomplete and the result is most 
doubtful. The government party, 
on the basis of these partial re- 
sults, has 25 seats and the Laborite 
—nationalist opposition 30, with 80 
in doubt. 

Premier Jan Christian Smuts! 
was defeater in pretoria, West by 
the Labor candidate. 

Early returns show gains for 
the Nationalist-Labor opposition. 
In Pretoria central, Edward Rooth, 
a member of the Smuts cabinet and 
chairman of committees in the last 
House of Assembly, was defeated 
by 53 votes by the Nationalist 
candidate. Labor scored a victory 
in Johannesburg, where their can- 
didate, Brown, defeated by a nar- 
row majority H. S. McAllister of 
the Government party.

small. The buyitg in Southern Pa- 
cific, noticeable for several days, 
again was conspicuous, carrying 
the stock to high for year. 

Atchison and New York Central 
were more active at higher prices, 
and Norfolk & Western rallied 
after dropping below 120 early in 
the day. Among the low priced 
speculative rails realizing sales ap- 
peared to be over in Rock Island, 
and the stock rallied. It was in- 
fluenced by the strength in South- 
ern Pacific because of the fact that 
the two roads now are regarded 
by some in the street, it was said, 
as-a merger possibility at no dis- 
tant time. 

Industrial shares were irregular, 
with alternate periods of heaviness 
and steadiness. Operations for the 
rise continued in Tobacco Products 
which around 63 was at its. high- 
est for some time. Schulte Retail 
Stores was also strong on the in- 
crease shown in the report for the 
five months ended may 31 in the 
company's earnnigs statements. 
The total sales were $12,799,351 
compared with $10,624,827 in the 
same period of 1923. 

Goodyear 7 per cent preferred 
had quite a little rise. 

Among the specialties pool activ- 
ities were given credit for the 
sharp bidding up of Mathieson Al- 
kali. The remarkable movement 
in the new Woolworth stock was 
abruptly brought to an end, and 
at one time it was selling nearly 
5 points under its high. The break 
»in Atlantic Refining to a new low 
| had little effect upon the other oils. 

In the afternoon the buying 
movement in the rails subsided, 
and the whole list became heavy.

What Mothers 
Should Know

Trivial Symptoms. 


RIVIAL complaints may fre- 
T aucnuiy develop into serious 

diseases when these are lightly 
or indifferently regarded. Despite 
all that has been written on the 
subject of “colds,” mothers ,still 
treat these as of only passing con- 
cern. 

We all know that children are 
peculiarly susceptible to the affec- 
tions of the upper air passages, due 
to the extreme delicacy of the tis- 
sues in these situations. Children 
who are undernourished, who live 
and sleep in poorly ventilated quar- 
ters, who get little fresh air and 
sunshine, are, of course, the chief 
sufferers in this respect. 


A cold that is allowed to run its | 


course without treatment renders 
the patient more susceptible, as it 
lowers the natural resistance of the 
tissues against the invasion of dis- 
ease germs. 

The blood is the most remark- 
able tissue of the body. It is a 
fluid tissue, not only carrying nour- 
ishment to every cell, but possessing 
protective qualities—anti-bacteria!] 
properties—wherewith to resist the 
action of disease germs. A child 
that is fortifieq with good, pure 
blood rarely becomes ill. 

Now, the vast majority of chil- 
dren, who are apparently well, fall 
easy victims to the infectious dis- 
eases. Loss of appetite, languor, 
irritability, restlessness, are signals 
of lowered resistance; they appear 
trivial, but are really the initial 
symptoms that warn us of an im- 
pending illness. A child often goes 
his little way for days with a rise 
of temperature that is entirely 
overlooked by his elders. 

Sore throat, running nose, fever- 
ishness, digestive troubles are all 
symptoms that may lead to grave 
troubles. 

It must not be forgotten that it 
is in the early days of an infec- 
tious disease, perhaps before the 
chilq is put to bed or quarantined, 
that the contagion is carried to 
other children. This is the most 
frequent manner in which school 
children “catch” a disease. 

Therefore the slightest ailment 
in your child is not so trivial as not 
to demand your best care and 
thought until his condition is de- 
termined. It is wiser to keep him 
home a day or two, as early treat- 
ment may and ygually does abort 
a most seriots disease. | 

It is especially important te ob- 
serve your children in the spring, 
as the temperature is so variable 
and certain diseases are more prev- 
alent at this time, notably whoop- 
ing cough. 

Whooping cough is an affection 
which most persons regard as triv- 
ial, yet it causes nearly twice as 
many deaths as scarlet fever. 

The early symptoms of this affec- 
tion are ‘“‘cold in the head,’’ slight 
fever, running nose, dry cougk. 

Do not negiect trivial symptoms.
